“ Urn Saudi government, " he

At the end of tire three-month 
period, the exceptional situation 
automatically ended and produc- 
tion levels climbed down to the 
origmalxxnliiig. there Is no need at 
the moment for an increase in 
production since Iran has suc- 
ceeded mraisingitsproductk^ to 


about four miHi on barrels a day 
and in view of the desire of certain 
OPEC members to increase their 
production to meet any shortage 
in supply. . 

“ An increase iu Saudi produo- 
tk>Q in this kind of situation may 
encourage consumers to stockpile 
Saudi oil or cause a surplus — two 
developments that the Saudi gov- 
ernment is not keen to support, ** 
he said. 

He noted that Saudi production 
last December rose to over 1 0 mil- 
lion barrels a day but despite the 
increase, the average for 1978 
remained well below the ceiling of 
8.5 million. 

Asked why oil was sold at Rot- 
terdam port last week at $ 22 a 
barrel when its juice — even after 
the recent increase at Geneva — 
was officially put at $ 14.54, he 
said the party responsible was the 
traders “ who speculate to make 
illegal gain” and added that 
responsibility for combatting this

CAIRO, April 11 (Agencies) 
— President. Anwar Sadat said 
Wednesday that a national 
referendum would be held on 
April 19on lns peace treaty with 
Israel, the official Middle East 
News Agency said. 

The decision lo put the treaty to 
a national poQ was seen as an 
attempt by tire Egyptian leader to 
show there was sd&d. domestic 
support for the peace pact and his 
leadership. . \ . 

The referendum follows Tues- 
day nighf s big majority vote in the 
Egyptian parliament to ratify the 
agreement. Legislators rose and 
(tainted Egypt's new national 
anthem when the result . was 
announced. 

After a two-day debate. Parli- 
ament voted by 329 votes in favor 
and 13 against with one absentua 
for the peace agreement spon- 
sored by the United States and 
achieved t hrough the personal 
intervention erf President Carter; 

Meanwhile, Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin tele- 
phoned President Sadat Wednes- 
day and was assured that the 
Israel-Egyp* border win ■ be 
opened in late May, a spokesman 
for Begin said.

. DALLAS, Texas April 1 1 (AF) 
— Tornadoes swept over north 
Texas and Oklahoma killing at 
least 50 persons and injuring more 
than 850 others, officials said. 

Grim rescuers probing the nib- 
ble of flattened homes and two 
Wichita Falls, Texas, shopping 
centers said they expected to find 
more bodies. 

Thousands were left homeless 
late Tuesday afternoon after the 
tornadoes struck Wichita Falls 
and Vernon, Texas, and Lawton, 
Oklahoma sucking up people and 
property and tossing cars about. 

Hardest hit was Wichita Falls, 
where country Red Cross disaster 
chairman Bob Draper confirmed 
33 deaths, and officials said an 
estimated 2,000 homes were des- 
troyed or severely damaged. 

An undetermined number of 
people were believed trapped 
under rubble of the Sikes and 
Sonthmoor shopping centers by 
the tornado that struck at about 6 
pjiL, said Department of Public 


Safety spokeswoman Barbara 
Henderson. Others were buried in 
debris from demolished buildings 
elsewhere in the city, she said. 

“The destruction is going to be 
in the millions of dollars. We got 
hit hard,” said Capt. Bob Edmon- 
son of the police department in 
Lawton, where officials said at 
least four died. 

Twelve died in Vernon, Texas, 
and one man was killed 17 miles 
away in Harrold, authorities said. 

Wichita Falls, Vernon and Law- 
ton are in an area of the southwest 
commonly known as “ Tornado 
Alley’ because twisters fre- 
quently thunder over the rolling 
hills covered with sagebrush. 

Edmonson said 500 persons in 
Wichita Falls would require 
surgery, hospitalization or 
extended medical care. 

An additional 200 persons were 
treated at nursing homes by para- 
medics from Shepard Air Force 
Base.

Monday for talks with Gen. Ali on 
how Egypt would spend $ 13 bil- 
lion in U.S. military sales credits to 
revamp its ageing war machine 
now still mainly made up of Soviet 
equipment for which it does not 
have spare parts. 

McGiffert also visited Egypt’s 
naval base in the Mediterranean 
port of Alexandria and held talks 
with the many chief Rear Admiral 
Muhammad Ali Muhammad. 

Admiral Muhammad told 
reporters the talks were held 
within “ the framework of Presi- 
dent Sadaf s policy of strengthen- 
ing the combat capabilities of the 
naval forces to defend our 
coasts.” 

He declined to give any further 
details.

KAMPALA, April 11 (Agen- 
cies) — President Id! Amin’s capi- 
tal of Kampala was in T anzanian 
hands Wednesday, with only scat- 
tered pockets of resistance 
reported by Ugandan troops. 

His men put up scarcely any 
resistance as several thousand 
Tanzanian and Ugandan exile 
troops moved into the city center 
under cover of darkness. 

The 208th battalion of the Tan- 
zanian Army — the strike batta- 
lion of the 12th division marched 
15 miles into the capital from (he 
south. 

The advance began at dawn 
Tuesday, led by three tanks. 

The precise whereabout of Pres- 
ident Amin remained a mystery. 

He was variously rumored to be 
speeding across Lake Victoria in a 
launch, flying to a northern air 
base, driving towards the Sudan- 
ese border with a Sudanese pass- 
port, and under arrest in neighbor- 
ing Kenya. 

He was also reportedly seen 
Tuesday leaving Kampala for a 


command post in Jinja, a city to 
the east of Kampala, but foreign 
residents in the city said the chaos 
there would make it impossible for 
any last stand to be made. 

Tanzanian officers said he had 
established a new field headquar- 
ters east of the capital 
At least one high official of the 
Amin government remained in 
thedty. 

“ Why should they arrest me? ” 
said Public Service Minister R. B. 
Nsheknabo, reached by telephone 
at fas home in Kampala. “ If the 
right people had been put in the 
right places after independence, 
the mistakes which* occurred 
would not have occurred. ” 
Several other ministers were 
known to be in Nairobi, where 
they fled when Kampalawas first 
threatened by the invaders. 

Tanzanian forces apparently 
managed to capture the capital 
with little damage. Shelling and 
artillery fire directed at the city 
appeared to have hit military 
targets and done relatively tittle 


damage to bouses and commercial 
buildings. 

Telepbooesjxmtinued to work 
in the early hours of the Tanzanian 
occupation, though some areas of 
the city were reported still without 
electricity and water. 

The T anzan ians said the city’s 
capture was accomplished without 
any casualties. Only two men of 
the 208th battalion were said to 
have been killed. 

Some Amin troops died as .they 
tried frantically to drive out of 
Kampala, firing wildly from car 
windows. The Tanzanians shot 
them down. 

At dusk, the 208th battalion 
began to move up KoIolo .HiU, 
wheTe a luxury villa boused the 
command post from which Amin 
rated Uganda. 

The Tanzanian move into the 
city was led by spear- brandishing 
LL Col. Ben Msekwu, who ran 
ahead of his troops to lead charg es 
whenever resistance was encoun- 
tered.

politicians, officers executed in Iran 


TEHRAN, April 1 1 (Agencies) 
— Eleven of Iran’s most promi- 
nent politicians and military offic- 
ers under the Shah were executed 
before daybreak here Wednesday 
on the orders of secret judges 
seeking to wipe out ail traces of 
the deposed monarchy. 

At least 93 former officials have 
now been shot by firing squads 
since the Shah was overthrown in 
February’s revolution. 

Among the 11 who died in the 
pre-dawn darkness of Tehran was 
Abbas Ali Khalatbari, 67, who 
served for many years as foreign 
minister under Amir Abbas 
Hoveyda, the Shah's long-term 
premier who was executed last 
Saturday. 

Khalatbari was accused of hav- 
ing allowed SAVAK secret police 
agents to pose as diplomats 
abroad. According to newspaper 
accounts of his trial, he said he had 
been forced to do so. 

None of the photographs pub- 
lished Wednesday of the small 
court rooms, packed with young 
revolutionaries, showed the 
judges. Witnesses say they are 
hidden behind screens, apparently 
for security reasons. 

The hearings were all held in 
Tehran’s Qasr Jail, where about 
1,300 political prisoners are await- 
ing trial. 

Goiy photographs of the 11, 
lying bare-chester in the city mor- 
tuary were splashed scross the 
front pages of both Tehran even- 
ing newspapers. 

Among those dying in a cour- 
tyard of Qasr Jail at 230 a.m. was 
Gen. Hassan Pakravan, 65, a 
former head of SAVAK who was 
responsible for the arrest and exile 
15 years ago of Ayatollah Kho- 
meini. 

The Ayatollah was arrested by 
SAVAK at his home in the holy 
dty of Qom and bundled into a 
canvas bag in the boot of a car. 

He was deported after denounc- 
ing the Shah’s 1963 land reforms, 
which touched off a wave of 
nationwi de protests bloodily put 
down by the monarch's security

Arresting the Ayatollah was the 
mam charge brought against Gen.

A former head 
of militaiy counter-espionage, he 
was appointed last summer to 
replace Gen. NematoDah Nassiri, 
who was executed immediately 
after the.revoltttipn on charges of 
being personally responsible for 
most of the brutal practices of the 
secret police. 

The four heads of SAVAK, set 
up In 1957 with American and 
fcraeti help, are now dead. The 
first, Gen. Taymour Bakhtiajr, was 
assassinated in 1970 by SAVAK.

Swiss looking to provide 
r ail services in Kingdom

JEDDAH, April 11 — A delegation from the Swiss state railroad 
organization is bolding talks with Saudi officials on the provision of 
consulting, management and building services for expanding the 
Saudi network. 

The visit precedes the delivery of an SR4 million Swiss train in July 
to go into service on the Riyadh- Dammam line. 

According tqi the Swiss ^mba^y and press reports, the delegation 
is led by officials of SBB, the Swiss state rail company, and held talks - 
Tuesday with Dr. Faisal ShehaiL head of the Saudi Government 
Railroad Organization in Dammam. The SGGRO operates the 
545-kflometer railroad from Riyadh to Dammam. 

The new train, built by Schindler-Schieren of Switzerland, will 
cany 1,000 passengers in its 18 coaches. It is fully air-conditioned 
and has been developed to withstand the harsh conditions in the 
Eastern Province, especially blown sand. 

It will be delivered, in June and go into service the next month.

Conservative leader Margaret 
Thatcher Wednesday promised 
she would carry out the biggest 
political shake-up in Britain's 
post-war history if she becomes 
prime minister next month. 

Launching her campaign for the 
May 3 general election, she 
pledged she would steer Britain 
“in a wholly different direction.'* 
Dressed entirely in blue — the 
Conservative color — Mrs. 
Thatcher ‘hammered out her 
theme at a packed press confer- 
ence. She repeatedly declared her 
objective was to limit the govern- 
ment's role and promote a climate 
for individual enterprise. 

Her manifesto promised to 
reduce tax on personal incomes, 
curb trade union power, and 
toughen law and order measures. 

“The balance in our society has 
been increasingly tilted in favor of 
the Mate." she declared. 

. . The publication of the Conser- 
vative manifesto gives Britons the 
most dear-cut choice at an elec- 
tion since the early 1950s — a 
Labor Party which champions 
growing state involvement in 
national life or the right-wing 
individualist philosophy of Mis. 
Thatcher. 

Latest opinion polls make Mrs. 
Thatcher the favorite to win the 
election and become Europe’s 
first woman prime minister. 

She radiated confidence Wed- 
nesday, dominating tbe press con- 
ference and bossily telling one 
journalist he was not on her 
wavelength.

After the worst weather yet for a 
manned Soviet space launching, 
the first Bulgarian cosmonaut arid 
his Soviet flight commander sped 
Wednesday toward a rendezvous 
with other cosmonauts aboard the 
orbiting Salyut 6 laboratory, to. 
conduct an extensive research 
program. 

Tass said the Soyuz 33 craft that 
canied Bulgarian Geprgj Ivanov, 
38, and Nikolai Rukavishnikov, 
46, into orbit was buffeted by- 
gusts of wind of up to 40 miles an 
hour as it awaited launching from 
the Baikonur space complex in 
Kazakhstan Tueiday night. 

The wind forced tjte two men to 
make corrections m their course 
by switching off engines during the 
fourth and fifth orbits of the earth. 

Tass said the cosmonauts went 
to sleep at 4 a.m. Moscow time 
after making preparations tfedock 
with Salyut 6 where two spacemen 
have been in orbit for six weeks.

Vietnam applauds itself 
for ‘overcoming’ Chinese 











BANGKOK. April 1 1 (AP) — 
Vietnam said Wednesday that 
after a month-long struggle 
against Chrnese aggression, it was. 
found that the Chinese army “for 
all its great bulk, was not strong." 
and vowed that the Vietnamese 
people were ready for new Chin- 
ese “military adventures." 

The "Cone San (Comminist) 
Theoretical Review" of the 
Communist Party noted in its 
April editorial that Peking leaders 
"not earing a whit for lives, 
applied the tactics of 'human 
waves' only to dump Chinese 
troops into a huge meat grinder." 

Chinese troops invaded north- 
ern Vietnam Feb. 17 and four 
weeks of war ended when Peking 
withdrew its troops in mid-March 
saying “it had taught Vietnam a 
lesson."

Closing of spy posts in Iran 
‘ not fatal loss’ , analyst claims 


WASHINGTON, April 11 
(AP) — The U.S. government 
“can recover adequately” by the 
end of this year, from the loss of 
intelligence stations in Iran for- 
merly used to monitor Soviet mis- 
sile tests, a Defense official said 
Tuesday. 

The official, who asked to 
remain anonymous, challenged 
contentions by some critics includ- 
ing Sen. Henry Jackson (D.- 
Wash.) that loss of the CIA- 
operated eletronic intelligence 
stations has irreparably impaired 
U.S. ability to monitor Soviet 
strategic weapons development. 

“To my mind, it is not a fatal 
loss,” said the official. 

The question of whether the 
United States can verify Soviet 
compliance, has been raised by 
senators skeptical of the impend- 
ing. Strategic arms limitation 
agreement between the United 
States and the Soviet Union.' 

He declined to discuss specific 
measures under consideration by

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Violence in Chad 

The central African country of Chad, where massacres 
involving thousands of people have shocked the world, has 
been rent by civil strife since independence from France in 
1960. 

The vast mountainous desert in the north of this landlocked, 
sub-Saharan country was never fully brought under central 
government control, even during colonial rule. 

A guerrilla movement known as the Chad National Libera- 
tion Front (Frolinat) has been active in the largely Muslim 
north since independence and despite the presence of more 
than 2,000 French troops, FroUnat guerriUas have occupied 
.. .more tiny* ttuee-fonrths of .Chaff s 488,000 square miles.. 

Only the Christian arid Anitnist dominated southern region, 
. whefe most of the population lives, and the area around 
the capital, has been free from guerrilla activity. 
rfv^’SwT rebel movement is centered around the fierce desert 
s • warriors of thfe Toubou tribe in the Tibesti mountains. No 
government hoops have had access to the Tibesti region for 
10 yean. 

For years, the main guerrilla faction was led by Hissene 
Habre. But last summer, he broke with the guerrillas and 
accepted an offer from President Felix Mailoum to form a 
. government of national reconciliation, bringing with him a 
smaU army of bis guerrillas which remained under his personal 
control. Leadership of the guerrillas fell to Goukouni, Oued- 
dei, paramount chief of the Toubous. 

The Mailoum- Habre alliance, however, never really 
■ worked and friction between the two leaders over a period of 
several months finally erupted into violence in the streets of 
• tiie capital between Habre' S army of the north and the presi- 
y - dent's regular troops.

After two months of bitter fighting in and around 
^ i^djamena, a peace agreement among all the waning factions 
in Chad was negotiated at Kano, Nigeria. Under ‘the agree- 
; meat, Mailoum, who came to power in the 1975 array coup in 
which President Francois Tomb&lbaye was killed, resigned 
and was replaced by Oueddei. 

Oueddei was charged with organizing a transitional gov- 
ernment and elections. 

. This upheaval in the central government apparently raised 
fears of officially inspired reprisals or discrimination against 
the southerners. 

In an atmosphere of panic and anxiety among the non- 
Muslim population in the south, rumors quickly led to out- 
bursts of violence against Muslim shopkeepers and their 
families. 

Jesuit missionaries in the area reported that at least 10,000 
people, mostly Muslims, have been killed since late February 
by uncontrolled gangs, aided in many cases by mutinous 
troops and police. (AP) 


Nuclear negligence ?

Despite a string of medhanieal failures and human errors 
in the final two months of testing. Metropolitan Edison Co. 
began commercial operation of its ill-fated Three Mile Island 
Number 2 nuclear plant last Dec; 30 r cutting millions of dol- 
lars from its federal income taxes in the. process. * 

In its anmral report to stockholders, the company said its 
* income taxes decreased by$ 5 million, or21 percent, fast year, 
in part because it was able to begin commercial operation of 
the plant before the end of the year. - 
U.S. federal tax laws permit a' full year’s write-off for a 
nuclear plant that is in operation even a single day of the year. 

The savings have been almost irre sis table to the nuclear 
industry over, the years. Of the 68 nuclear plants now in 
operation, 22 of them, or 32 percent, came on line in 
December, only two plants began operation in January or 
February. 

A spokesman for Metropolitan Edison confirmed that the 
company made substantial tax savings by starting operations 
in December. But he denied that it rushed through final 
testing of the plant to beat the deadline. 

Monthly operating reports filed with the Nuclear Regulat- 
ory Commission show nine examples of mechanical failures or 
operator errors last November and December when the plant 
was in the final phase of testing. 

On Dec. 1, just 29 days before the plant began commercial 
operation, a condensate booster pump foiled, shutting down 
feedwater pumps to the reactor's two steam generators. The 
reactor automatically shut itself down that day. The company 
attributed the mishap to an unspecified “equipment failure.*’ 
According to the Nuclear Regulatory Commission, .the 
accident that crippled the plant recently began the same way, 
with a condensate pump going out. On Dec. 1, however, 
emergency feedwater came on because crucial valves were 
working. Those valves were closed at the time. 

Meanwhile, state and federal officials said much of the cost 
of the Three Mile Island accident would ultimately be paid by 
customers of General Public Utilities, the parent company of 
Metropolitan Edison. The officials estimated the repair cost 
would boost electric bills in eastern Pe nnsy lvania and south- 
ern New Jersey by 15 to 20 percent. That is on top of a 19 
percent rate increase granted the company in Pennsylvania in 
recent weeks to cover construction costs for the now-crippled 
reactor. 

Hazel Rollins, deputy administrator of the Department of 
Energy’s Economic Regulatory Administratidn, estimated 
that normal bills that now average between $ 35 and $ 40 a 
month would go up $ 7.50 this spring. The boost wonld be 
larger in the summer air-conditioning season, she said. 

Gerald Charnoff, a Washington attorney representing the 
utility, said it was proper that customers rather than company 
stockholders should pay the costs of the accident, which may 
exceed $ 700 million. 

He said that if the company was required to pay the bills 
without passing the costs along to customers “ it could impov- 
erish or bankrupt even an electric utility how would that 

benefit the consumer ?” 

In Middletown, Pa., Howard Denton, the Nuclear Regulat- 
ory Administration's top scientist at the accident scene, said 
the situation inside the crippled reactor was stable. 

Hie said it probably would be later than April 15 before 

. engineers would be able to reduce the temperature of the 
reactor core below the hoping point of water, a step required 
to dose down the system. But he said the cooling process was 

- going along satisfactorily. . 

Denton also said certain “modifications,” which he 
declined to explain, must be made to the other seven nuclear 
power plants produced by Babcock and Wilcox, the manufac- 
turer of the Three Mile Island reactors. 

“The staff recommendation was that if various modifica- 
tions were made, he would not recommend that they be shut 
down,” Denton said. 

He indicated that some changes were needed in the 
instrumentation of the reactor’s pressurization system. 

In Washington, the NRCs advisory committee on reactor 
safeguards reported that the instruments in the pressurizer 
can give false signals about the condition of the reactor core. 
Committee member Chester Siess said this condition appar- 
ently affects all Babcock and Wilcox reactors but no others. 

However, the committee members said they believe the 
plants should be permitted to remain open because operators 
of the plants will be able to correct the defects now that they 
know what they are. 

In additon to the Dec. 1 reactor shut down that previewed 
the Three Mile Island accident four months later, there were 
these mishaps during the final two months of testing before 
the pfont began commercial operations : 

■— Nov. 1 and 3 : Problems were experienced with foe 

- feedwater supplies. - 

— Dec. 2 : Turbines shut down when an operator in the 
control room inadvertantly left a valve open that should have 
been closed. 

— Dec. 2 : The reactor shut down when a feedwater valve 
was closed. 

— Dec. 2 : In the third mishap in a single day, the utility 
reported a “feedwater loss” lasting 1.7 hours. 

— Dec. 4 : NRC inspectors found a “failure to perform 
surveillance of containment isolation valves.” These valves 
would be crucial in case of an accident. 

— Dec. 13 : Four containment isolation valves “failed to 
dose on an automatic test signal” due to a faulty relay. 

— Dec. 16 : The turbine and reactor both shut down 
because of the loss of a feedwater pump. Repairs took 146 
hours.

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What if the oil runs out ?

PARIS- 

People dying of oold, 28 percent unemployment within a year 
and a hnif l gas rationed to 5 gallons a month — that is the grim 
scenario forseen for France in the event of a total cut-off of oil from 
the Middle East in the future. 

A private study commissioned two years ago by the state-run 
power monopoly, EJectridte de France, and completed last July, was 
leaked this week in the French business monthly “Expansion." 

It assumes a decision by the Middle East oil producers to end all 
oil exports on July 7, 1979. The study does not comment on the 
likelihood of such an event, but the magazine noted that whether it be 
three months or decades, oil inevitably will become a rare resource. 

Such a brutal cut-off, the study found, would force equally brutal 
survival measures on France, even though it assumes international 
oil-sharing plans still would allow France 43 percent of its current oil 
supplies. 

The government would double energy costs to force conserva- 
tion. Heating in homes and offices would be cut, by decree, to 63 
degrees (17 centigrade). “The weak, the unenterprising, the old will 
suffer greatly," the study said. “In 1980, French citizens will literally 
die of cold.” 

Except for priority cases, gasoline would be rationed to five 
gallons (20 liters) per car per month. Trucks would be limited to 
200- kilo meter runs to force freight onto the railroads. 

Interestingly, the state-run railroad told the investigators that 
with the same equipment and energy consumption, it could handle 
twice the freight and 50. percent more passengers, though with some. ; 
decline in service due. to longer, slower and fuller trains. ■ v - 

The major domestic airline. Air Inter, simply would cease busi- 
ness, except for the Corsica run. France's two international airlines. 
Air France and UTA, would cut back 35 percent. 

But the real shock would come in employment The current rate 
of 6.1 percent — 1 J million jobless — is of daily concern. 

After 18 months without oil, the study says unemployment 
could be as high as 28 percent — about 5 million of the 18 million 
work force. 


A typical situation would be the effect of gas rationing on the 
thriving French auto industry. 

Rationing up to 30 percent could be met by producing smaller 
cars. But, the study says, the two French auto giants, Renault and 
Peugeot-Gtroen- Chrysler, estimated their sales would drop 75 per- 
cent if the full projected rationing were imposed. 

Employment in the car plants would be cut from 492,000 to 
49,000. 

The study suggests one palliative would be to send home the 1 3 
million foreign workers in France, with a payoff of three months 
wages. Their jobs would be given to French workers, at the same 
wages but only a 30-bour week in three and a half days. 

That would still leave 3.7 million jobless at the end of 1 980, the 
study said, dropping only slowly as the whole of French industry was 
restructured. 

But despite the predictions, the researchers tried to be construc- 
tive and optmistic.Expansionsaid. By 1 987, there would only be a 10 
percent energy shortfall. 

During the hard years, the crisis would have stimulated creativ- 
ity in industry, and mutual aid in the nation. By 1 987, people “would 
feel 010501*' than in society now, the study suggested. 

The researchers had access to unnamed senior businessmen in 
Fiance and the United States for their study. 

They said they found American businessmen “very fearful of a 
cut in energy supplies." But presented with the hypothesis, the same 
businessmen “reacted vigilently, believing there could be no such 
embargo because of. American influence” in the Middle East.

A history of the ‘ Tokyo Round ’ 


geneva— 

The Tokyo Round world trade talksending in Geneva this week 
suffered many delays and setbacks in their eight years of history — 
including a change of their original name. 

The talks were first agreed to by the United States, the Euro- 
pean Community and Japan in 1971 as foflow-up to the 1967 Ken- 
nedy Round agreement named after its initiator, then U.S. President 
John F. Kennedy. 

The three states decided the new round of talks should also deal 
with new codes on non-tariff barriers and agricultural trade, unlike 
the Kennedy Round negotiations that were restricted to industrial 
tariffs. 

Richard Nixon was U.S. president at the- time and the new 
project was quickly .dubbed- <^ ."Naon Rouric^ by. officials arid 
negotiators in the Central Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, the 
Geneva-based world- trade organization.- 

But kicking off the talks under the auspices of the GATT took 
considerable time. It was only in November 1972 that U.S. trade 
representative William Eberle formally asked a GATT annual meet- 
ing to set up a preparatory body: 

He said at the time the situation was ripe to gradually remove ail 
tariffs altogether between industrial countries. The EEC promptly 
rejected the idea, as did Britain, then still outside the group. 

President Nixon submitted his trade bill seeking negotiating 
authority only in April 1 973. In September that year a GATT minis- 
terial meeting in Tokyo set the platform for the' new round and 
decided h should start by November and end in 1975. 

But a first meeting of the Trade Negotiations Committee — the 
steering body of the talks — late in October promptly foundered on 
an EEC-U.S. deadlock on how to discuss agricultural trade reforms. 

Meanwhile, as the full impact of the Watergate scandal

emerged, all reference to the “Nixon Round" was silently dropped 
and after a while the new series of talks was officially named the 
“Tokyo Round.” 

The European Commission in Brussels delayed issuing a firm 
negotiating mandate to its delegation in Geneva, pending approval

President Gerald Ford. 

It took the EEC till February 1975 to issue its mandate for 
Geneva. A new meeting of the TNC sef up a preliminary timetable 
for the talks and participants, by then increased to 90 nations, vowed 
to start the following month.

Round was making good progress and “interim concrete result*’ 
should 1 beadueved during 1976. In December 1975’ the U.S. prop- 
osed the Tokyo Round be completed in 1977. 

But in Geneva ^negotiators were in fact only marking time. 
Olivier Long, the GATTs Swiss director, publicly complained over 
the slow pace of the talks. 

In May 1977 the Western economic summit meeting in London 
affirmed the need to “pursue vigorously" the effort and “seek to 
achieve substantive progress this year.” 

Negotiating between themselves the U.S. the EEC and Japan 
finally agreed in July to submit requests for trade concessions in 
Geneva in November 1977 and offers in January 1978 and set 
mid- July last year as deadline for concluding the Tokyo Round. ( AP)

VIENNA April 11 (R) _ 
Romanian authorities Wednesday 
blamed lax security for a fire that 
ripped through a Bucharest 
department store, but withheld a 
final count of dead and injured. 

The government news agency 
Agerpres said three people died 
and others were injured in the 
two-hour blaze at the Victoria 
Store Tuesday but other sources 
put the death toll at between 15 
and 40. 

At least 100 people were rushed 
to .hospitals suffering from bums 
or smoke ingalation, after shop- 
pers in the crowded five-storey 
store panicked and leapt out of 
windows to escape the flames. 

Usually reliable sources con- 
tacted in Bucharest said the 
authorities seemed anxious to play 
down the extent of the fire. 

The official count of three dead 
was briefly reported in Romanian 
newspapers, which blamed the fire 
on “serious negligence” in weld- 
ing operations on a lift shaft 


Agerpres said the foe was due 
to deficient security measures at 
the store, where about 1,000 cus- 
tomers jammed counters during 
Tuesday’ s peak morning shopping 
period. 

Prime Minister Die Verdet vis- 
ited the gutted store, and 
Agrepres said a government 
commission was investigating the 
cause of the fire, to “establish the 
guilty." 

The official reluctance to dis- 
cuss casualty figures was believed 
to be due to the absence of Presi- 
dent Nacolae Ceausescu, who is 
on a goodwill tour in Africa. 

Police kept the area near the 
store cordoned off for the second 
day. 

Unconfirmed reports had said 
the fire started when an oxygen 
cylinder used by welders repairing 
a broken lift shaft exploded.

cerned, Saudi ownership of the 
company began in January, 1976, 
“in the sense that the Saudi gov- 
ernment receives its income as the 
actual owner of all Aramco pro- 
duction facilities and that Aramco 
receives only what the ownership 
agreement stipulates. 

44 If we had signed the agree- 
ment in January, 1976, we would 
have been requested to sign an 
interim arrangement for the 
gradual transfer of control over 
the oil fields and production 
facilities from the Americans to 
the Saudis. The present period is 
in essence the interim arrange- 
ment. ’’ 

The minister, however, would 
not commit himself to a final date
